The Best Car in the World eschews useless 


gadgetry. It does, however, minister royally 


to a civilized taste for creature comforts. 


HE Rolls-Royce and its fraternal 
ies the Bentley, are designed 
for people who are determined to live 
well while in transit. There are few 
reasonable desires which the owner 
cannot satisfy by pressing a button, 
pulling a lever, or flicking a switch. 

For example, if the road surface is 
not to your liking, you can, in effect, 
change it. A switch on the steering 


column lets you adjust the shock 
absorbers to suit driving conditions. 
You harden or soften the ride at will. 

“Rough roads pass almost unno- 
ticed,” writes Gordon Wilkins, motor- 
ing correspondent of The Observer, 
“for they neither shock the occupants 
nor assail their ears with drumming 
noises.” 

If the noise from other cars dis- 
tresses you, you can close the windows 
and still get fresh air through an efh- 
cient ventilating system. Within your 
Rolls-Royce, blessed silence reigns. 
You can converse in discreet whispers. 

Three walnut picnic tables are 
among the graces of the Rolls-Royce 


and Bentley. One slides out from the 
dash—an ideal place for a road map.

Here you see the rear window de- 
froster. Or, rather, you do not see it. 
It consists of a heating element of 
1,360 nearly invisible wires moulded

into the glass—wires finer than a 
human hair. At the flick of a switch, 
mist and frost are cleared electrically. 

Much of the interior is surfaced with 
French walnut which has been hand- 
polished by English craftsmen. Notes 
are made on the hue and burl of the 
walnut used in each car, and are filed 
under your serial number. If a portion 
of the wood should ever be damaged, 
it can be matched flawlessly in grain 


and finish. 
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The gas tank cannot be opened with- 
out the driver's consent. You unlock it 
electrically from a button on the dash. 
And you should never run out of gas. 
A green light on the instrument panel 
starts winking when your supply dwin- 
dles to the last three gallons. 

Your luggage rides here in carpeted 
seclusion. It can never be soiled by the 
spare wheel, which occupies a separate 


compartment under the luggage. You 
can test the air pressure in the spare 
through a special port without remoy- 
ing the tire. 

Under a hatch in the wheel com- 
partment you will find an assortment 
of cadmium-plated tools and replace-

ment bulbs. They rest in a fitted case 
of sponge rubber—further evidence 
of Rolls-Royce’s obsession with peace 
and quiet. 

Corrosion is held at bay by a plating 
of chromium or cadmium on every nut, 
bolt, washer and cotter pin. Even the 
tail pipe is chromed. 

A dictating machine, an Espresso 
coffee maker, an electric razor, a bed, 
a telephone, and water for washing are 
available as optional extra conven- 
iences. 

The basic convenience of the Rolls- 
Royce is, of course, its magnificent rid- 
ing qualities. Even at 100 m.p.h. (laws 
permitting ) you have a feeling of sub- 
lime safety. Yet the 4700-pound car is 
delicately maneuverable. 

The power-assisted steering is, 
according to Robert Glenton in the 
Sunday Express, “as delicate as the 
plop of a pearl into a glass of cham- 
pagne....” The power brakes will halt

EW IN Newport realized a year ago, when Cmdr. Jean- 

Jacques Schweitzer of the French Navy was ordered to the 

Naval War College at Newport, that his wife, Mme. Nicole 
Henriot-Schweitzer, who accompanied him here, was an international 
concert pianist of repute. It did not take Mme. Schweitzer long, 
though, after the family had settled itself, for her to establish herself 
in American musical circles. Soon she was heard in recital in several 
cities in the East. She had played, you see, in the United States 
before. 


Commander Schweitzer was one of a group of 29 foreign naval 
officers who studied at the War College for 10 months. While here, 
he and his wife and their son, not yet two years old, occupied “Mid- 
cliff’, Summer home of Mrs. George Waldo Emerson of Northampton, 
Mass., and an erstwhile adjunct to her school, Burnham-by-the-Sea, 


nearby. “Midcliff,” directly on the Cliffs, is ane former home of Mrs. 
Perle Mesta of Washington. 


There, where the full sweep of the Atlantic is visible from 
broad, glassed-in piazzas, Mme. Schweitzer worked in the flower 
gardens of the estate when she was not busy at the exacting practice 
required of a concert pianist. She gave time, too, to her son Jean- 
Philippe, even though coming from France with her was a continental 
duplicate of an English nannie for the husky youngster. 


Playing for American audiences was not new, you see, for 
Mme. Schweitzer, who has studied music from the age of seven and 
was a graduate of the Conservatory of Paris. She had toured the 
United States in recital for several years and had given recitals 
throughout Europe, as well. Of course, though, with her family, 
her concert tours cannot be as extensive as before. 


As an example of her musical diversions away from her family 
during her Newport sojourn, Mme. Schweitzer played Ravel’s Con- 
certo in G with the Boston Symphony Orchestra, early in April, in 
Providence. It was a coincidence that Dr. Charles Munch, conduc- 
tor of the orchestra, is an uncle by marriage of the pianist. And, 
speaking of Pencidences Dr. Albert Schweitzer, the winner of the 
Nobel Peace Prize, is an uncle of Commander Schweitzer. 


While not played to her largest audience of the past year, Mme. 
Schweitzer’s final concert of her stay on this side of the Atlantic was 
perhaps her most outstanding because it was given before a discrim- 
inating audience limited to members of the Preervaton Society of 
Newport County and the Newport branch of the Alliance Francaise. 
The setting was in “Miramar”, on Bellevue Avenue, the former Wide- 
ner mansion now a church center. 

Commander Schweitzer’s course at the War College concluded 
in June, and he and his international colleagues returned to their 
home front. With him went his menage from ‘Midcliff” to reoccupy 
their own home 10 miles from Paris in Louveciennes which, like 
their temporary home in Newport has widespread gardens. There 
Mme. Schweitzer will work again, even though, as she told friends 


here, it is bad for her fingers. - HENRY S. WHEELER.

Take conch, for example. Pronounced 
“conk”, this tasty mollusk which abounds in 
the shallow waters lapping these islands is a 
staple of the Bahamian diet which can be 
prepared in a bewildering variety of methods. 

It can be snatched from the shell and 
eaten raw, by those who have recovered from 
the initial shock of seeing a conch out of its 


rock-hard spiraled hideaway for the first 


time. Conch can be fried, baked, boiled, 
stewed, curried, made into chowder, salad or 
soup. 

The shells, the insides tinted in the most 
delicate shades from just off white through 
a galaxy of pinks to reds, purples and some- 
times blues, can be used for decorations of all 
kinds from ashtrays through table lamps. 
Skillfully sawed, the shells produce cameos 
of the finest quality. Crushed, they make 
a fine foundation for homes or roads. 

As a final bonus, enough conchs to make 
it interesting produce “conch pearls”, deli- 
cately pink stones usually of teardrops or 
oval shape which make unique rings, ear- 
rings or other jewelry. 

If Bahamians are able to produce roads, 
houses, decorations, lamps, a full menu and 
delicate gimcracks for the lady fair from one 
simple little shellfish, who should be giving 
whom lessons in efficiency? 

These are the islands where the New 
World began when Columbus stepped ashore 
on San Salvador in 1492 to see whether the 
Lucayan Indians would honor Queen Isa- 
bella’s credit card. 

Nowadays the trail is well blazed to this

Ship- 
wreckers earned somewhat tainted incomes 
from shifting navigational lights to lure ves- 
sels onto rocks and reefs, then salvaging what- 
ever goodies drifted ashore. ; 

During the American Civil War, Nassau 
was a Seridewolls for boats running the Union 
blockade. Into her spacious Ferber sped 
ships flying the Stars and Bars, eager to trade 
cotton for England's mills in return for arms 
and ammunition to shore up the crumbling 


Confederacy. Later came another period 
when the Bahamas’ location as America’s 
nearest overseas neighbor again came_ in 


handy — during Bronipicon ich Nassau, 
Bimini ie Gant Bahama _ were loading 
stations for mariners dedicated to relievi ring the 
thirst of their fellow citizens for a profit. 


Today this British Colony is still a land 
of contrasts drawn from its colorful ee 
and its emergence during the last decade as 
one of the world’s 
island resort areas. 

Though an estimated 290,000 visitors will 
be clected through the Bahamas this year, 
it is still a pleasure to stroll along soft pink 
beaches for miles without seeing a single foot 
print.

Newport Estate 
Becoming School 


NOTHER FAMOUS Newport estate, this one some miles from 
the city in rural Portsmouth, is being converted into school 
purposes. Part of “The Glen,” where, in the 1880's the 

late Henry A. C. Taylor established the beginnings of a stock farm 
which eventually totaled more than 700 acres, has been purchased 
by the Elmhurst Academy of the Sacred Heart of Providence as the 
new location for its school for girls. 


This school, 88 years old, itself in a rural area on the edge 
of Providence when it was established, is now in urban surroundings 
and the purchase of 40 acres of Glen Farm, as the estate is known, 
will provide it with the manor house of 40 rooms for dormitory and 
school purposes overlooking the Sakonnet River, and 1,500 feet of 
shorefront on the river. In addition, the school plans to build a 20- 
room building with 18 classrooms and two science laboratories and 
an administration building with quarters for the Sisters of the Society 
of the Sacred Heart who operate this girls’ school, on the secondary 


level. 


“The Glen” takes its name from a delightful spot that from 
the earliest days of Newport was the scene of outings and picnics. 


Thomas, who bought it during the Winter. 
They formerly eet a home in Tee Norwich 
on Long Island. 


From it, in the later years of the 19th century, Mr. ‘Taylor expanded 
his holdings and began breeding blooded Guernsey cattle. On his

After the death of Moses Taylor, his widow continued opera- 
tion of the extensive farm and breeding activities. She later married 
G. J. Guthrie Nicholson, and continued in residence at the farm, 
which was expanded by purchase of Sandy Point Farm to the south, 
the estate of the late Reginald C. Vanderbilt which Mrs. John Payson 
Adams, the former Maal Vanderbilt, leased some years ago for her 
racing stables. 


Indications are that “The Glen” will be further divided by the 
Nicholson estate, whose administrator is Reginald B. Taylor of Buf- 
falo, son of the Moses Taylors. Already a 50- acre section has been 
sold to Mr. and Mrs. Richard B. Sheffield, who now reside on Indian 
Avenue in nearby Middletown, and who will build a home over- 
looking the river.

Year-around Art Center Attracts 
Visitors Both Winter And Summer 


BY BMILIE-KBYES 


EW PLACES COMPARABLE in size to 

the Palm Beaches, removed from 

metropolitan areas, provide such an 
outstanding permanent, year-around art cen- 
ter for residents and visitors as to be found 
in the Norton Gallery of Art. 

The Norton School of Art counts among 
its students many of the Palm Beach Winter 
colony. Its transient exhibitions in Galler- 
ies 8 and 9 and the Dean’s Gallery attract 
large crowds during the Winter season. 

However, it’s questionable if many year- 
around residents have any real conception of 
the great tourist attraction the Gallery’s per- 
manent collection presents for the community. 

Even in the quiet mid-Summer months, an 
average of 750 visitors is estimated to pass 
through the air-conditioned galleries each 
month, while the number approximately 
quadruples to at least 2,900 in mid-season. 

These figures, according to Willis F. 
Woods, Director are notated by the Gallery 
staff and include only those entering through 
the front door. There is no fecord of how 
many more may saunter through the side 
doorway on Pioneer Place to visit the offices 
or see the transient show of the moment, then 
drop into the main galleries.

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The nucleus of the permanent collection 
was found in the personal art collection of 
the late Ralph H. and Elizabeth Calhoun 
Norton. This great Chicago industrialist and 
his first wife made West Palm Beach their 
Winter home and in their late years founded 
the Norton Gallery and School of Art, build- 
ing and endowing the institution, then turned 
over the ownership and administration to the 


Palm Beach Art League.

To their own large personal collection of 
paintings and sculpture have been added new 
works purchased from funds established by 
the donors for such purposes. 

The Nortons also acquired the jade collec-

The Chinese Room also contains other 
works from great periods of Chinese art, the 


Elizabeth Calhoun Norton collection of an- 
tique jewelry, and the Addison Mizner col- 
lection of crucifixes. 

Opened in 1941, the building along the 
east side of the Gallery and School is made 
up of a series of seven galleries housing oils, 
water colors and sculpture. A number of 
sculptured pieces have been used to beautify 
the patio. 

Exclusive of the Chinese, the permanent

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collection contains about 270 pieces rotated, 
so that about 150 oils and water colors and 
the majority of the sculpture are always on 
display. 

The collection is interestingly varied, rep- 
resentative of the major trends of contem- 
porary times, with a small group of Old 


Masters, including such titans as El Greco, 


Murillo, and Van Dyck. 

Despite the rotation system, the spectator 
can always count on seeing some of the high- 
lights of the collection. BAe: ‘Madonna aoe 
Child” about 1300 A.D., popularly known as 
the “Tuscan Madonna,” never leaves the 
walls. Owing to its immense size and pop- 
ular appeal, the Luca Giordano “Diana with 
Nymphs” can always be found among the 
European oils. 

Visitors can count on seeing “Artist's Son” 
by Paul Zezanne, and viewing a Picasso, a 
Matisse, a Braque, a Miro, a Rouault among 
the famed Europeon artists. 

In the American galleries, the years have 
attested the popularity of such artists as 
Childe Hassam, George Bellows, Eugene 
Speicher, Charles Sheeler, Edward Hopper. 
Their works remain hardy perennials. 

The James Chapin portrait, “Ruby Green 
Singing”, depicting a young Negro with in- 
spired face, has always been one of the most 
popular pictures in the entire collection. 
Since its reproduction in “Time Magazine” 
as one of the most popular works in American 
museums today, its rotation it at an end. 

According to Mr. Woods, if the visitor 
doesn’t spot “Ruby Green”, he'll ask for it. 
So the portrait remains in place.
